SCHOOL STATISTICS.—Tho 
National 


Commissioners of Education have issued 
their report for the year 1877. The 
school returns from the thirty-eight 
States and nine Territories are included, 
with the single exception of the reve- 
nues of Wyoming. The entire school 
population is fixed at 14,227,748. The 
revenues, not including Wyoming Ter- 
ritory, are $86,866,166; expenditures, 
$80,233,458. The lowest annual ex- 
pense per fepita is in North Carolina; 
the highest to the Cherokee tribe, 
Indian Territory, the limit being $1 39 
in the former and $36 76 in tho latter. 
The highest average of salaries for male 
or female teachers is in Nevada. Cali- 
fornia follows close to Nevada, and is 
in advance of any thickly populated 
State. There are 162 Normal Schools, 
having 1,189 instructors and 37,072 
pnpils. Of 2,762 graduates for 
the 


year, 1,874 are- engaged in teaching.
